It Stands on the Banks of the Nile Not 


Far From Cairo. 


The oldest oS all the obelisks is the 


beautiful ouo of rosy granite which 
stands alono amoug the green fields on 
the hanks of the Kilo not far from 
Oairo. 
It is tho gra-vestone of a great 


city which has vanished and left only 
this relic behind. 
That city was Beth- 


ihenios of Scripture, the famous On, 
\vhich is memorable to all Bible readers 


the residence of the priest of On, 


Potipherah, whoso daughter Asenath 
Joseph married. Tho Greeks called it 
Heliopolis, tho city of tho sun, because 
there the worship of the sun had its 
chitf center and its most sacred shrine. 
It'was (ho seat of the most ancient uni- 
versity in the world, to which youthful 
Btudeufs come from nil parts of the 
v.'orld to learn the occult wisdom which 
(ho priests of On alone could teach. 


Thales, Solou, Endoxus, Pythagoras 


and Plato all studied there; perhaps 
Moses too. It was also the birthplace of 
tho sacred literature of Egypt, where 
rere written ou papyrus leaves the orig- 
inal chapter of "tho oldest book" in" the 
world, generally kiiovfu as "Tho Book 
of tho Dead," giving a most striking 
account, of the conflicts and (rmrcphs of 
the life after dc.'ith, a whole- copy or 
fragment of which every Egyptian, rich 
or poor, wished io have .buried with 
him in his coffin, and portions of which 
are found ijiwiibcd ou every mnrniuy 
caso and ou the v.v.lls of every tomb. In 
front of ouo cf ihe principal temples of 
tho fcvjn in this niagnilicoLt city stood, 
nlon';; with a c:r::i-.ui:ioa long since de- 
stroyed,-llic ::oji.:i-y obelisk which, we 
now behold ou tho sr.fii-.

the pluco.

teseu I, who is snppcml to have reigned 
28CO B. C., and has mi!lived all tho dy- 
nastic changer, of the laud and still 
stands where it originally stood nearly 
47 centuries ago.

Nile, and year after year the inundation 
of tho i-ivti- dope..;:;.; its film cf soil 
around its font and buries it still deeper 
in its sacred grave.—Pall Mall Gazette.

He convinced Professor E. A. 


iioss of the department of economics 
in thn Stanford University fh.t his 
ideas are correct and that the f.irmers 
who hnvo to pay their proportion of 
tariff duties, derive no benefit \\hit- 
ever from tho tariff, as their staple pro- 
ducts have to be e\ported to foreign 
markets, and the prices iu tho-e mar- 
kets fix the prices at home.

Ilie action of the House on tiie -eu- 


ato silver bill shows that ther • is a 
deep-seated prejudice against i.'u c na- 
ago of silver, American or foreign, in 
that body. The Sonatu bill provided 
for the free and unlimited cornice of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 at the 
mints of the United States. To re- 
lieve tho financial stringency the bill 
further provided fo; tho immediate 
issue of silver ceitificates equal in 
amount to the seigniorage on the bul- 
lion purchased under the nheruian 
law. Three amendments were offered 
in the House. 
One was to pic. i Jo for 


the coinage of American silver <rad 
place a prohibitory duty on foreign 
silver. That was defeated by an over- 
whelming majority. Another was to 
coin silver free when Germany ana 
France should agree to take- similar 
action, and that was voted down. The 
third was to coin tho American silver 
product and it met the fate of the 
others. 


The defeat of those amendments in a 


Republican legislative body ought to 
silence the precinct statesmen of Ne- 
vada who have been asserting that the 
Republicans believed in the free c oin- 
age of American silver and a tariff on 
foreign bullion. It shows that, as San- 
stor Jones expressed it, tho Republican 
organization is opposed to the free 
coinage of silver, American or foreign. 
at any ratio. 
Tho party is sustained 


by the gold trust, is conducted in its 
interest, and no self-respeoting citizen 
of Nevada who desires to see the State 
prosper can give it his support. Of 
course a few who are hankering for 
Federal pap may be expected to follow 
the example of the Democratic leaders 
four years ago, but tho majority of 
those who have affiliated with it here- 
tofore will go with their leader, Hou. 
£F. F. Bartine, into thn ranks of tho 
free coinage paity. 


C.isj, Spcalts for Silver—The IVco Coin- 


:tgu Hill Defeated. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The public 


ati'l private galleries of the House were 
thronged to-day in anticipation of the 
closing debate on the Senate Free 
Coinage substitute for tho bond bill. 
One hour was ollowccl each sidti for 
closing. 
Crisp jepresrnted frea tilvtr 


and said this was an economic question 
and no matter what views members 
might have entertained iu the past, ha 
assumed thai in c isting his vote to-d:iy 
each member would do so conscien- 
tiously and ia accordnnae with the dic- 
tates of his convictions. Ho read from 
Balfour's speech of the 9fh instant in 
the English Parliament, attributing the 
decline of agriculture in gold countries 
to the appreciation of gold and the ar- 
tificial advantage it gave silver coun- 
tries. 
ISalfoar also declared that the 


obstacles to icform came not from 
abroad, bat were put forward at home. 
Ciisp affirmed that tho sentence de- 
fined tho purpose of those in author- 


ity, 
both hero an'i abroad, to depress 


tho price of silver in order to prevent 
remonetization. 
Ho cited tho manner 


in which tho Bland-Allison Act of 1878 
was execu-ted, the coinage of the mini- 
mum amount under the Act and the 
refusal of (ho treasury, after a few 
months, to coin silver under the Act of 
1S90. He citod Socretary Carlisle'tf re- 
fusal to give silver for gold in 1893 be- 
cause silver wa= needed for t tie redemp- 
tion of treasury notes and Lis cour&e H 
few mouths afterward in redeeming 
thoso notes in gold. 


'• What kind of juggling is that?" ho 


asked. "What sort of friendly treat- 
ment of silver is that?" [Applause], 


He then directed his attention to the 


manner in which the parity between 
the 
metals 
had 
been 
maintained. 


Every obligation of tho Government 
(bonds, greenbacks and treasury notes) 
was payable in coin. If that was not 
true and they were obligations, why 
did not those who believed that, have 
tho courage to say so and savo the tax- 
inlden people millions in interest? In 
February, 1895, Congress could have 
sived tho people :flG,000,000 in interest 
bv authorizing gold bonds. 


'•Congress refused," said Crisp. "We 


Paid ^10,000,000 for the privilege of 
P tying in silver and now you attempt 
to deny our right to do so."[Applause.j 


Gnsp declared tbat if the United 


ist.ites would assort its political and 
financial 
independence 
prosperity

A movement is being inaugurated at 


Topskn, Kansas, by colored people who 
\\ero held in slavery, for tho purpose of 
making a demand on Congress for 
pensions. An organization was effected 
and it is intended to extend it to all 
parts of the country. Tho demands of 
tlio association will be presented in a 
petition to Congrebs for pensions in 
the following schedule: All ex-slaves 
over 70 years of age to get $700 iu cash 
and $15 per month thereafter; all over 
CO years, $600 ia cash and $12 per 
month; all who were over 50 years at 
tho time of tho emancipation, $300 and 
$5 per mouth, and all over ono year 
when emancipated, $100 in cash and $1 
per month. There are about 1,500 ex- 
slaves at Topoka and thousands of 
them in Kansas and other States. The 
party that gives them tho strongest as- 
surance of granting them pensions will 
get their votes, so the question may 
assume national importance if the pol- 
itieana feel tLat they can make politi- 
cal capital by advocating the claims of 
the negroas. The pension rolls now 
contain more names then there were 
soldiers in the Union army and about 
$140,000,000 a year is paid out for pen- 
sions. If the names of several millions 
of ex-slaves are added aud two or three 
hundred 
millions appropriated 
to 


pension them 
and the single gold 


standard is maintained the bond fac- 
tory will have to be run steadily.

Everything taken into consideration, 


there are few public offices in the city of 
New York which are more desirable 
ti;an Ihose within the public school sys- 
tem. 
From almost every point of view 


the life of a schoolteacher is' a desirable 
r.uo iu this city. The pay is good, the 
promotion tolerably rapid, tho work not 
cncrOTis, and the hours are better lhan in 
almost any other field of labor. Abont 
•j,000 teacher:) arc employed iu tho pub- 
lic :;clicc; sy^l-jiU of Nov.- York \vhose 
.-iilario.s !•»,;]£<. from $000 to .$1,900 a 
year for vroiuen, aad from $1,080 to $3,- 
CuC for men. But §3,ftOO is by no moans 
i'::: limit to tho financial ambition of a 
Iv'cv.' Vv.rk f-'cboolteacher. On the part ol 
the ::.cn tii?ro aro several greater prizes 
v. i;'ii:: their reach if they have the prop- 
er fn..lifie:tf ions aud can secure tho right 
ullncnco in tho board of education. IVi 
iustacce, 'he-re is the office of assistant 
Eiipcriutcndeiit of public schools, of 
vvliicli there aro ten, each drawing a ssil- 
luy of ubont $-1)000 a year. Then there 
is the superintendent's office itself, with 
<:a liK::ci£omc pay of $7,000, and it has 
been tho Ro:U toward which scores of 
.jtiiicaiors iu ihiii and other cities are 
uouwtiintly keeping their eyes. Both the 
ofijc'i-s of r.s.-iistaut superintendent and 
.-Tipcriutoudcat aro filled absolutely by 
;he board cf education. The assistant 
t;:;:er:ulcndeiit is elected for two years, 
.;r.d, as a matter of practice, has a life 
i::..,-ution. Then tho male teachers can 
'out: furwiU'd to u promotion to tho City 
,:OJJc-^K oi'.hcr as an instructor at a sal- 
;,;-y r.f iJ2,500, or a full fledged professor 
nlV;j,.-;00. 


_!:ovn are few of tho 53 male princi- 


pal i in Kew York's public schools, how- 
.-.;•:•, who uo not get more than their 
>;:!.u'y of S. 
;",L)09 a year. 
Almost every 


c;io of iher.i gets souio little additional 
Diiy, as £.jGw or $800 a year for extra 
i.C'. vica (1.5 an instructor in tho evening 
schools or us clerks of tho ward board of 
.school trustee;. Some of the principals 
hold both of theso little plums and make 
a clear $4,000 a year out of the school 
system. The principals of boys' schools, 
of course, have their pick 'in these choice 
perquisites, but there aro so many adcli 
tioual offices to be filled that under male 
teachers in the public schools como in 
for a good round share. 


The four evening high schools alone 


give employment to 20 or 80 teachers'. 
each of whom gets anywhere from £3 tc 
$0 a night for the additional wort. 
Then thero aro some 23 boards of school 
trustees, each of which has its elrrk, 
who gets pay for tho amount cf vorli 
done, tho average mounting up to. $400 
or S-aOO a your. Nearly all these clerks 
aro principals of some schools. 


In the case of wotneu schoolteachers 


!ho chauces for earning extras are very 
limited. 
Tho maximum salary she can 


f-rt is $1,000. She starts into the system 
with a salary of about §000, which is 
fjiaduully raited until she becomes the 
principal of a girl's department of a 
grammar school. 


In order tobecome a schoolteacher iu 


the public schools of New York it is first 
uot'Cfsary to get a recommendation from 
a member of the board of education. 
This enables the candidate to try a pre- 
liminary examination, which, if ho is 
successful, entitles him to be placed up- 
on the eligible list of teachers. 
After 


satisfactory work in this capacity for 
not more than a year the candidate se- 
cures a permanent license as a teacher 
in New York's public schools, and as 
such is entitled to teach in any part of 
the city. 


This does uot mean necessarily that 


the teacher will immediately find em 
ployment. That depends entirely upon 
the" local board of school trustees. 
The 


city is divided into 24 school districts, 
tho schools in each of which are 
con- 


trolled by a school board, who are ap 
pointed by the board of education. The 
boards hiwe the selection of all teachers 
below the grade of principal, these be 
ing appointed by the board of educa- 
tion. 
As a rule, however, the licensed 


teacher soon finds an opening and then 
is in the regular line of promotio'n. 


What has made tho school service so 


attractive to many are the easy hours. 
Nine-tenths of the salary earners in New 
York get to work at 8 a. m. and are 
lucky if they get away by 5 p. m., with 
half an hour for luncheon. The work oi 
tho teacher begins at 9 a. m. and is over, 
as a rule, by 3 p. m,, with an hour for 
luncheon. 
Nine-tenths of the salary 


earners get only 2 weeks out of the 52 
in the year. for a vacation, and they 
work 6 days in the week at that. The 
schoolteaeheTS get 
a vacation of 13 


weeks, in 52 and draw full pay during 
that time. Besides this they work only 
6 days in the week and have all holi 
days. It has been estimated thaFtho 
schoolteachers of New York work less 
than 200 of the 866^ays in the year. 


If a schoolteacher is to rise in the 


calling, however, tke work does not cud 
with school hours. Studies Vu pedagogy 
and advanced education must be kept up 
at homo. The work is not so hard, how- 
ever, or the pay .so poor as to induce 


uy to resign. In fact, it has become 


<; in the system that "school- 


iiqver dje an»i never resign. "
